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MacRoberts (1984, 1989), Thomas and Allen (1998), Kartesz and 
Meacham (1999), NatureServe (2004), U.S.D.A. (2004), and LSU 
(2004) include Agrimonia gryposepala Wallr. in the Louisiana flora. 
This inclusion is based on a specimen citation in a paper by Correll and 
Correll (1941). The specimen (Correll and Correll 10137 DUKE) was 
collected in Caddo Parish, Louisiana, on 8 August 1938. Caddo Parish 
is in the northwest corner of Louisiana. Agrimonia gryposepala is not 
reported from surrounding states (MacRoberts 1984, 1989, Taylor and 
Taylor 1989, Hatch et al. 1990, Smith 1994, Jones et al. 1997, Thomas 
and Allen 1998, Turner et al. 2003, Oklahoma Vascular Plant Database 
2004, NatureServe 2004, U.S.D.A. 2004). 


We examined Correll and Correll 10137 and found it to be 
Agrimonia rostellata Wallr. It had been annotated to A. rostellata by 
Mac H. Alford in 1999. 
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
